With Hart’s promise that 
he would “get the men who sold them 
the stuff’ the agents released the 
young women. Hart, with marked 
money in his pockets, set out on his 
quest. Federal agents declare that 
Hart returned with a quantity of 
eocaine and told them he paid B. L 
Sanders 86 for the dope and secured 
it from Sam Dougherty in Joe Mor 
ris.-apartment on Forrest avenue. 

The Sanders, Dougherty and Morris 
trio was arrested and brought before 
‘Commissioner Abbott Monday morn 
‘ing. But when Hart, chief witness 
for the government, took the witne~- 
stand things took a strange turn. 
Hart denied that he bought the dope 
from either Morris, Sanders or Dough 
erty and denied that he even told offi- 
cers that he did, asserting that he

name he did not know.” After the 
cases against the three men were dis- 
missed, narcotie officers immediately 
arrested Hart on warrants charging 
perjury and possession of narcoties.

Guests in ap Eighth ayenu: hotel 
patronized Jargely by members of the 
‘theatrical profession were routed 
from their beds by a fire which start- 
ed a few hours after the 98th street 
blaze.

MATSUDAIRA NAMED 
AS JAP AMBASSADOR 


Tokio, December 16.—(By the As- 
saciated Press.)—Formal announce- 
ment of the appointment of Tsuneo 
Matsudaira as Japanese ambassador 
to Washington was made here today. 

The new ambassador was vice min- 
ister of foreign affairs. 


Matsudaira succeeds M. Hanihara, 
who returned to Tokio following the 
passage by congress of the immigra- 
tion bill containing a clause exclud- 
ing Japanese immigrants from the 
l'nited States. A member of one of 
the old Daimyo families of Japan, 
Matsudaira was born in ‘Tokio in 
1877. He graduated from the ‘Tokio 
Imperial university and entered the 
diplomatie service as a clerk in the 
foreign office. He served as secre- 
tary of the Jegation in Pekin and 


tion following the revolution in Rus- 
sia. From the latter he went back 
to the foreign office as director of the 
western division. which includes 
Europe and America, and in this 
way was brought into close toucn 
with the diplomatic representatives of 
the United States in Tokio. 

Tpon Hanihara’s appointment as 
ambassador to Washington. Matsu- 
daira. succeeded to the position of 
vice minister of foreign affairs, in 
which position he likewise kept in 
close touch with the relations be- 
tween his country and America. 

The new ambassador is considered 
an expert in Ruesian affairs. He 
represented Japan at the Chang. uun 
leonference in 1922 and was behind 
ithe scenes in the conference with 
| Russian delegates in Tokio in 1925, 
iheth of which were unsuccessful. 
| Both Mr. and Mrs. Matsudaira 
speak English fluently and are very 
popniar in diplomatic circles in 
Tokio.

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TRAFFIC PROBERS 


END CONFERENGE 


Washington, December 16.—Recom- 
mendations designed to assist city, 
state and federal authorities in ac- 


¢ |complishing a reduction in traffic ac- 


cidents were agreed upon at the con- 
cluding session today of the national 


conference on street and highway 
safety assembled at the call of Sec- 
retary Hoover. 

Besides reciting statistical studies, 
which indicated a greatly increased 
rate of accidents in recent years, the 
conference in its final actYon put out 
a set of uniform requirements in 
which it suggested that state govern- 
ments should take general control and 
regulation of motor’ traffic within 
their borders. Cities and towns were 
advised to consider methods of relay- 
ing streets in an endeavor to reduce 
conditions which occasion traffic con- 
gestion. 

Suggestions were made as to uni- 
form methods of traffic control, traffic 
Signalling, and zoning plans in cities 
affecting traffic movement. 

A proposal for general betterment in 
the systems of accident reporting and 
investigation and in the compilation 
of statistics was included. 

Most of the debate over provisions 
of the general report was brought 
about by an amendment proposed by 
C. Kk. Bardo, general manager of the 
New Haven railroad, who was backed 
by a number of railroad representa- 
tives. It- suggested that the confer- 


that motorists be required to come to 
a full stop on highways at railroad 
crossings. Frank Page, North Caro- 
lina highv-ay commissioner, speaking 
from a state .which has such a law,

DOOMING THE “DUCKS.” 

Dispatches from Washington con- 
ain the very encouraging news that 
egislation will likely pass at this 
session which will put a new con- 
gress on the job in January imme- 
diately following its election in 
November, instead of delaying its 
control an entire year, unless an e<- 
tra session is called. 

Under the pending resolution the 
term of a president would also be- 
gin in January, instead of March 4. 

The cause of the present activity 
for this greatly needed legislation is 
the very peculiar situation in Wash- 
{ngton today where 80 ‘‘lame-duck”’ 
“members of the house of represen- 
tatives—approximately one-fifth of 
the membership—are legislating, or 
trying to do so along party or fac- 
tional lines, who are not to be mem- 
bers of the next congress, and a 
great majority of whom have been 
regularly defeated at the polls i1 
races made by them for reelection. 

Such legislation’as proposed must 
be ratified by the people, being a 
constitutional amendment, but it is 
not expected to find any serious 
cobblestones in the path.

—For a week I have been talking 
with leading democrats, in and out of 
official life, about the democratic par- 
ty—and particularly its future. — 

All talk of the old party befffg na- 
tionally dead, or so nearly dead that

Staggering under a defeat such as 
was administered to it—or rather to 
the new and untried 1924 edition of 
the democratic party—in the Novem- 
ber elections, has naturally caused it 
to first nurse a few bruises, and then 
take stock and get its bearings for the 
future. | 

But just as qa disastrous fire is some- 
times the means of putting new life, 
and a new spirit of militancy ina city’s 
commerce; or a stinging business fail- 
ure is sometimes the one needed incen- 
tive to develop the elements of suc- 
cess in an individual; or a patient is 
made stronger than ever by a painful 
and perhaps despairing operation, s0 
is it going to be with the democratic 
party. 

The defeat of November has served 
to accentuate its errors. 

The overwhelming success that is 
built upon a failure is created by rea- 
son of that failure. The errors are 
discovered, and the remedy applied. 

To get down to practical facts, dem- 
oeratic leaders almost without excep- 
tion see the errors that the party made 
in 1924, not only during and after the 
New York convention, but for months 
preceding that convention; and pat- 
ticularly in the course in congress that 
set the pace for the wranglings and 
even the final outcome of that conven- 
tion. 

Today democrats are striving in con- 
gress, by an entirely different policy, 
to undo the errors that brought de- 


proven lines for the future. 

I believe the democratic party will 
be united and militant, with progres- 
sively couservative policies, and under 
its own true and tried leadership, be- 
fore the congressional, campaign of 
1926. Leaders of that party who are

The so-called “third party” was kept 
alive—on paper—at a conference in 
Washington Jast week for that pur- 
pose, or certainly with that hope in 
view. 

Leaders—except 
unhesitatingly sacrifice the party any 
time for selfish ambitions—say this 
will not do. 

It is the outstanding error that was 
made in congress prior to the New 
York convention, and which directly 
led to tbe straddling, compromising, 
indefinite and wholly indefensible out- 
come of that convention.

The west became the El Dorado for 
the great influx of immigrants after 
the establishment, by revolution, of 
a stable democratic government im 
this country; and the rural] sections 
of the west are today either directly 
or indirectly alien; whereas the rural 
sectiong of the south and the east are 
almost purely Anglo-Saxon, whether 
of the Puritan or of the Cavalier 
strains.

Esthonia, 
Finland and Hungary, it broke its 
force upon the resistance of the Ger- 
man middle classes, The old generals 
were willing to give it free passage 
through the reich in order to strike 
at France, the Spartacists welcomed 
the liberators, but the democrats, the 
heurgeoisie, that section of the com- 
munity most abused in Europe, set 
itself up as a bulwark. The junkers 
antagonized the conquerors, but the 
democrats spoke about a spirit of co- 
operation and conciliation, and by 
their conduct brought about the with- 
drawal of the French from the Ruhr. 
And that was something all the sabre- 
rattling. spur-eclinking and Donner 
und Blitzens of -Ludendorff and 
hie discredited clique could not 4e- 
complish. 


Trouble in 


Louvain. 


The good city of Louvain is in a 
state of excitement. Gatherings of 
more than five persons have been for- 
bidden and an extra number of gen- 
uarmes are patrolling the streets. The 
cause of it all is the Flemish lan- 
yuage. From Ghent where the flain- 
ingants have after many = yeare 
achieved: victory for their language, 
the flame of nationalism has swept 
over to Louvain. Student bodies at 
the University of Louvain recently 
held meetings in favor of complete 
autonomy for Flanders, and as a 
natural consequence, separation be- 
tween the Walloon and Flemish sec- 
tions of Belgium. The meetings be- 
eame so violent that police reserves 
had to be rushed to the ancient uni- 
versity aula, where hundreds of yeare 
ago the most violent theological ‘dis- 
cussions took place. The Flemish 
question has not been settled. For 
many years the militant section of the 
Flemish population, known as the 
flamingants, worked with untiring 
efforts for a recognition of Flemish 
on an equal basis with French. The 
Germans during the occupation, hop- 
ing to drive a wedge between the two 
sections of the Belgian people and in 
that way weaken the morale of the 
nation, made advances to the Flemish 
leaders. Thev received a rather gruff 
rebuff. The burgomaster of Antwerp, 
M. Franck, one of the leaders, was 
asked to come to the palace of Gov- 
ernor-General Von Bissing. ‘We are 
so interested in the Flemish qnestion 
that I have even learned your lan- 
evage since my sojourn here,” said 
the German in Flemish. “And l, 
Monsieur le Gouverneur, I have fer- 
gotten it since you came,” replied 
Franck in French. After the war the 
Belgians settled the question of equal- 
itv for the two languages among 
themselves. The disturbances jn T.on- 
vain, however, open up a new field. 
From a mere language question, the 
problem is now becoming one of sep- 
aration.

‘The behavior of the person with 
an established case of the newly 
recognized malady is rather charac- 
teristic, as it is deseribed jin Dr. 
Bundesen’s monograph on the sub- 
ject. I take the liberty of quoting 
here an few words from the commis- 
sioner’s report: 

“He sits or stands around excited 
or calm as he seacts emotionally to 
the proceedings he witnesses. He 
may now and then make a suggestion 
or an observation,» but as a rule‘he 
is quietly chewing a cigar or pulling 
on his pipe. After the show is over 
he goes home, eats a heavy meal, sits 
down on a chair and calls it a day.” 

These signs or symptoms are path- 
ognomonic, if you know what I mean. 
They clinch the diagnosis beyond per- 
adventure. And now that Dr. Bun- 
desen has so clearly pictured the rav- 
ages of the affliction, it must occur 
to the observant reader that we have 
all seen full fledged cases, perhaps 
sat right next to the afflicted ones, 
but it remained for Chicago’s vigilant 
health commissioner to expose the 
ravages of this widespread malady 
and to give ita name. Dr. Rundesen 
calls the disease spectatoritis. The 
majority of the victims, he says, are 
over 40. of sedentary habit and think 
more of their stomach than they do 
of their health. 

Some of the effects of spectaforitis 
pointed out by the Chicago health 
commissioner are: 

(a) Steadily increasing girth rate. 

(b) Breath shorter and shorter on 
exertion—puff, puff. 

(c) That tired feeling—when you 
feel it yourself; if it is some other 
fellow’s feeling it is laziness, 


(d) Gradually increasing thump- 


thump even on, moderate exertion. 


(e) By and hye high blood pressure 


‘and everything. 


Dr. Bundesen shows admirable re 
straint in listing the sysmptoms and 
the effects of spectatoritis. One might 
easily go on, from high blood pres- 
sure to more definite evidences of pre- 
mature wearing out of the heart and 
arteries, but on sober second thought 
a feels that enough has already been 
said. 

The remedy is exercise, play, play- 
ing the game _ yourself instead of 
watching others do it. Pitch horse- 
shoes or hay, cover six miles afoot a 
day, play catch or three old cat or 
vacant lot baseball. Tennis. skating, 
basketball, hockey, golf, bowling, eurl- 
ing, swimming, regular gymnasium

Cobb had little difficulty in stealing 
bases on Denton T’. (Cy) Young, one 
of the greatest p‘tchers the league 
ever saw. ‘This was alwavs puzzling 
to other players. Young had a good 
move to first. He caught many play- 
ers napping. It was unwise to take 
a long lead with Young in the box 
and the wisest thing a runner could 
do was to keep clese to the bag. ~But 
good as Young was, Cobb found it 
easy to steal on him. It was always 
& mystery and still, this explanation 
of Cobb’s success, shows that it was 
really no trick at all. 

In observing Young, Cobb discoy- 
ered one day that Young, who always 
held the ball with both hands near 
his chin when in pitching position 
with men on bases, drew the hands 
against his chest as he started to 
wind up. Cobb watched him for awy- 
eral innings and saw'‘that Young nev- 
er threw the ball to a base after pull- 
ing the hands to hig chest. As long 
as the hands were extended from the 
body he was likely to throw to a base, 
but as soon as the hands hugged the 
chest Young threw the ball only in 
one direction and that was 
the plate, 

While He Had Ball. 

After that Cobb alwavs watched 
Young's hands. 
in front of him, clasping the ball. 
Cobb stayed close to the base. but as 
soon as the hands were drawn in 
against the chest Cobb broke for the 
next base. Because he was sprinting 
while Young still had the ball he got 
such a start that it was impossible 
for the catcher to throw him out. 

Young could never understand why 
Cobb was able to steal on him. His 
catcher could never understand why. 
Young provably never found out. 
Cobb kept bis secret. 

Iivery pitcher in some manner tip-

a base. It may have been a move 
ment of the head or neck, a slight 
twist of tue shoulder or the elbow, 
There was always one part of the

Smuts, who strove to strengthen the 
honds between the home couatry and 
the dominions 

To Give Tariff Protection. 


The disclosure of Hertzog’s inten- 
tion to invite German capital into 
South Africa was made by the daily 
express, a conservative organ close to 
the Churchill-Chamberlain clique 
within Premier Baldwin's cabinet. 

South Africa, under Hertzog, will 
agree to protect the German steel 
makers either by bounties or tariffs, 
according to the express. Such pro- 
tection would force British manufac- 
turers to compete against a protected 
industry operating in one of the four 
great self-governing dominions and 
controlled and financed by Germans. 

Nominally the projected steel] 
poration would he backed by Dutch, 
Belgians and Germans, but it is un- 
derstood here that the Dutch and Bel- 
gian interests would be included for 
the sake of appearances, only, and 
that the Germans would dominate the 
corporation.

‘Constructive developments along this 
‘line were taken by a half dozen or 
‘more carriers. this year, although 
their full effects will not be felt un- 
til 1925. 
Inauguration of dividends on the 
preferred stock of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas Railroad company at 
the annual rate of 5 per cent, yester- 
‘day added that road to the growing 
list of companies which have au- 
thorized extra, initial or increased 
payments. Before the end of next 


year the directors probably will car- 
ry out their intention of raising the 
rate to the full 7 per cent which the 
stock is entitled to draw. 

One of the most important develop- 
ments of the past year was the ac- 
tion of the Southern Railway com. 
pany in placing its common stock on 
2 5 per cent annual dividend basis 
last March, when the initial quarterly 
‘payment of 31.25 a share was voted. 
Widespread interest was attracted by 
the inauguration of dividends for 
which the common stockholders had 
waited 30 vears. 

Stockholders of the Atlantie Coast 
Line were benefitted by the declara- 
tion of an extra dividend of 1 per 
cent in addition to regular payments 
'tetalling 7 per cent. The annual 
‘dividend rate on the capita] stock 
of its closely affiliated road. the 
Louisville and Nashville, was increase 
'ed from 5 to 6 per cent. 

' One railroad, the St. Touis and 
‘San Francisco, reorganized only a 
few years ago, inaugurated dividends 
on hoth its preferred and common 
stocks during the year. After plac- 
ing the preferred shares on a 6 per 
icent basis in October, the directors a 
‘month later declared an initial par- 
pment at.the annual rate of 5 ‘per 
‘cont on the common and also indi- 
ented their eonfidence in the future 
, br voting. the full year’s preferred 
i dividends for 1925. 

Some of the smaller roads. which 
toook favorable dividend action were 
the Alahama and Vieksbure. which 
eut a 100 per cent stock “melon” and 
the Chieaco, Indianapolis and Youie- 
ville; which increased its semi-annual 
disbursement from 2 to 2 1-2 per cent. 

In railroad circles it is agreed that 
next vear will see a more general 
disposition on the part of the carriers 
to share their prosperity with stock- 
holders.

If the “widow's mite” had been in-

volume published by The Manufac- 

turer’s Record, which is just off the 
press. 

Dr. Soule is givena prominent place 
in the edition as the author of an 
article entitled, ‘Diversification 
Usurps King Cotton’s Place in Dixie.” 
He is the only agriculturist of the 
entire south given a place in the book 
and his article follows one written 
by Secretary of Agriculture Henry C. 
Wallace, on “Agriculture in the 
South.” 

Dr. Soule touches on ever yphase 
of agriculture in the south and is 
not confined to Georgia alone. It 
covers ten pages of the book and 
ig aceompanied by numerous illus- 
trations, many of which are from 
Georgia farms. 

Dr. Soule begins with the state- 
ment, “Ihe south is no longer that 
section from whic hwe obtain our 
supplies of raw cotton. On the con- 
trary, it is a richly diversified agri- 
cultural area in which a great va- 
riety of crops and an abundance of 
animal life has been developed.” 

Following this, Dr. Soule goes into 
the history of crop diversification 
in the south. The industrial devel- 
opment is touched upon and the value 
and extent of other crops than cot- 
ton is shown. 

The fact that Dr. Soule was se- 
lected as the outstanding agricultural 
expert of the entire south to con- 
tribute this article is regarded as 
a distinct compliment to the presi- 
dent of the Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege.

Better Negro Schools. 

Aceording to the report, the pro- 
vision of better regro schools has 
been a major objective everywhere, 
followed closely bs efforts for better 
sanitation, hospital accommodations, 
street improvement, library and play- 
ground facilities, justice in che courts, 
agricultural training, the care of de- 
linguents, improved conditions of 
travel, and other advantazes essential 
to the development of the colored 
race in character and efficiency. 

The report ,points with special 
gratification to the reduction of 75 
per cent in lynchings in the last two 
years, from 5S in 1922, to 28 in 1923 
‘and 14 in the current year. No small 
measure of credit for this result, says 
the report, is due the newspapers fer 
the “great volume of editorial com- 
ment that has helped to make senti- 
ment against this crime,” ‘The gen- 
eral attitude of the papers, continues 
the report, has been sympathetic and 
helpful. 

Change In Sentiment. 


Most encouraging, says the report, 
is the great change in public senti- 
ment relative to this whole question 
that has come about in recent years. 
resulting in better conditions along 
all lines. As a notable illustration 
the fact is cited that in all the south- 
ern states the per’ capita expendi- 
tures for negro education are now 
two, three and in one case five times 
as much as 10 years azo. 

The commission on interracial co- 
operation was organized: by a group | 
of southern leaders shortly after the 
world war, in th» effort to stem the 
tide of race conflict which threatened 
the country at that time. ‘The crises 
having been met, it turned its atten- 
tion to the perinanent improvement 
of conditions and attitudes. Its mem- 
bership now numbers 75 representa- 
tive men and women. Dr. M. Ashby 
Jones, of Atlanta. is chairman of the 
commission, and Dr. W. W. Alexan- 
der has general charge of the work. 
A directory of the commission and of 
the executive staff is embodied in the 
report, copies of which are available 
to all persons interested.
